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PREFACE 


United  States  Customs  District  VII  with  the  port  of  Barnstable 
as  headquarters,  vras   estL.blished  by  act  of  Congress  in  1789.   Com- 
prising all  of  Barnstable  County  (Capo  Cod)  the  district  vras  nearly 
seventy  miles  in  length,  and  had  an  average  width  of  six  miles,  indented 
v/ith  harbors  and  inlets  on  both  sides,  and  included  eight  ports  of 
entry  -  Barnstablot  Provincctown,  Wcllflect,  Sandv/ich,  Falmouth, 
Hyannis,  Chatham,  a.nd  Dennis.   Customs  revenues  having  gradually  dimin- 
ished with  the  decreasing  importance  of  fishing  and  other  maritime 
activities  on  the  capo,  customs  district  VII  was  consolidated  with  dis- 
trict IV  in  July  1913,  during  a  nation-vado  reorganization  of  the 
Customs  Service,  and  Barnstable  passed  into  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
collector  at  Boston  as  a  subport.  The  office  of  deputy  collector  of 
customs  in  Barnstable  v/as  finally  abolished  a  fc\..'  years  later,  and  the 
customhouse  was  turned  over  to  the  ■'^ost  Office  Dopartment  February 
15,  1919. 

All  of  the  records  of  the  J^-rn^^tablo  customs  district  vrcro  trans- 
ferred to  the  IJot;  Bedford  Custom  House  for  storage  -  with  the  exception 
of  a  fev:  origi?iating  in  the  subport  of  Provincetovra  which  xvore  restored 
to  that  office  vriic^rc  a  part  time  deputy  collector  is  still  functioning. 
A  survey  of  the  material  in  storage  at  Nct/j-  Bedford  discloses  that  the 
earliest  records  from  the  dofunct  district  arc  dated  1814  and  that 
thero  n,re  a  fo\«j-  gaps  for  subsequent  years.   The  whereabouts  of  the 
registers  and  similar  maritime  documents  issued  prior  to  1814  and  of 
the  later  missing  years  is  unknown. 

In  1903  and  1904,  during  research  in  connection  with  preparing 
"A  Guide  to  the  Archives  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States  in 
Washington"  (Van  Tyne  &  Loland,  published  by  the  Carnegie  Institution 
of  Washington,  1904,  pp.  42-43),  there  was  found  and  listed  a  consider- 
able number  of  maritime  papers  relating  to  the  French  spoliation  claims, 
1789  -  1808,  which  had  been  sent  to  the  Treasury  Department  from  various 
customhouses  in  llavi   England  and  elsewhere  on  the  Atlantic  coast.   In 
the  list  no  mention  is  niadc  of  ship  registers  or  other  papers  from  the 
Barnstable  district. 

Destruction  by  fire  seems  to  bo  the  traditional  method  of  account- 
ing for  lost  Federal  archives.   In  1912  in  a  report  of  the  Librarian 
of  Congress,  entitled  "Archives  of  Government  Offices  Outside  the  City 
of  Washington"  (62nd  Cong.,  3d.  sess..  House  document  No.  1443),  there 
appeared  the  following  item.:   "...During  the  War  of  1812  the  records 
(of  Edgarto^vn  customhouse)  were  moved  for  safe-keeping  to  Barnstable, 
and  while  thoy  vtqtq   still  in  that  place  the  building  in  which  they  wore 
stored  was  burned.   There  are  none,  therefore,  previous  to  1816..." 
In  1936,  hoT/ever,  the  Ifcssachusctts  staff  of  the  Survey  of 
Federal  Archives  discovered  what  may  be  an  important  clue  to  the  mis- 
sing Barnstable  ships  registers  and  other  records  in  the  "Letter-Book 
of  Isaiah  Green",  vriio  was  collector  of  customs  in  district  VII  from 
1814  to  1819.   Under  the  date  of  May  5,  1814,  for  instance.  Green  wrote 
the  Honorable  George  W.  Campbell,  Secretary  of  the  Treasury;"...  I  con- 
ceive it  to  be  my  duty  to  inform  you  that  tho  marine  bonds  and  papers 
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belonging  to  this  office,  such  as  the  abstracts  of  Registers, 
Enrolments  and  Licenses  issued  and  surrendered.  Tonnage,  and  marine 
hospital  Dcoks  etc.  have  not  been  delivered  over  to  me  by  my  predeces- 
sor Mr.  Otis,  being  retained  by  him  at  his  particular  request,  when  he 
was  removed  from  office,  in  order  that  he  might  complete  the  same..." 

Throughout  this  "Letter-Book",  which  begins  March  10,  1814,  and 
ends  April  27,  1813,  there  are  several  more  copies  of  complaints  to 
the  Department  at  Washington  of  the  Collector's  inability  to  get  proper 
documents  and  returns  from  William  Otis,  his  predecessor.  Whether  at 
this  date,  the  Barnstable  records  had  already  been  lost  in  the  same 
fire  that  destroyed  those  of  Edgartovm  or  xvhether  ex-Collector  Otis 
had  done  av/ay  with  them  to  prevent  the  material  from  falling  into  his 
successor's  hands,  cannot  be  determined. 

In  some  of  the  smaller  subports  where  such  documenting  was  pre- 
sumably too  rare  to  devote  a  separate  book  to  it,  deputy  collectors, 
it  was  found,  sometimes  tucked  registers  in  among  the  enrollments. 
Thus,  with  its  addenda,  the  alphabetical  list  herin  may  be  considered 
accurate  for  the  years  1814  to  1913  -  there  having  been  no  vessels 
registered  in  the  district  since  the  latter  date. 

The  data  in  the  following  pages  gives  the  name,  rig,  and  hailing 
port  of  the  vessel;  the  date  and  place  built,  together  with  the  tonnage 
and  dimensions;   and  the  names  of  the  owners  and  master  at  the  time  of 
registration*   A  brief  description  of  the  vessel  with  some  reference 
as  to  previous  documentation  is  also  included.  A  change  of  dimensions, 
rig,  trade,  or  even  a  minor  change  in  part  ovnership  necessitated  re- 
documentation,  and  some  vessels  xvhich  transferred  seasonally  from  fish- 
ing to  coasting  or  from  coasting  to  foreign  trade  had  several  documents 
over  a  period  of  years.  To  avoid  confusion  in  such  cases,  only  the 
first  document  has  been  listed  and  the  vessel's  subsequent  registers 
omitted. 

In  preparing  this  list  of  ship  registers  of  the  district  of 
Barnstable,  the  project  gratefully  acknowledges  the  courtesy  and  coopera- 
tion extended  by  customs  officials  in  New  Bedford  and  Boston;   and  es- 
pecially assistance  on  the  historical  and  technical  aspects  given  by 
professor  Samuel  Eliot  Morison  of  Cambridge,  and  Howard  I,  Chapelle  of 
Ipswich,  Massachusetts.
